Banff National Park 


Improvements at Banff Completed 

To tourists to the coast who will 
use the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
either going or coming, this summer, 


work already done by the Dominion 
government in the development of the 
Banff National Park. While the gen- 
eral scheme of Thomas H, Mawson, 
the well known authority on town 
planning and landscape improvement, 
will be far from completion this year, 
the new concrete swimming pool and 
bath house originally planned by the 
government and incorporated into the 
scheme, has just been completed. The 
pool occupies a site on the side of 
the Sulphur mountain, where there is 
a ‘arge spring of sulphur water rising 
out of tie mountain side. The pool 
and bath house lie paralle: to the 
wountain side, one end abutting the 
well knewn basin, the other covering 
a tunucl entrance to the care. The 
structure of reinforced concrete is 
built upon a bench excavated in the 
mountain s.do, 4,575 feet above sea 
level, and about 200 feet above the 
bottom of the Bow river valley of 
Which it’ affords an excellent view. 
The pool itself is 150 feet long and 
35 feet wide, with a depth varying 
from % feet to 8 feet. The sides are 
formed by light reinforced concrete 
walls, lined with white enamelled 
brick, and finished at the ton with a 
tera cotta scum trough and han rail.

and glens.

{nstinet and intelligence.

Won Their Recent Pro- 


hibition Victories 
(BY kB. DAUM) 

Virginia W.C.T. U. quotes the follow- 
ing :—‘‘Keeping everlastingly at it,’”’ is 
what won Prohibition in Virginia. The 
W.C.T.U. there was first organized in 
1878 and the Anti-Saloon League in 1900 
and both organizations worked unceas- 
ingly toward the curtailing of the power 
of the liquor traflic, Firat by local op- 
tion and then thro barring all saloons 
out of all towns of under five hundred in- 
habitants and finally through the state 
election on September 22nd, 1914. 

Posters and the distribution of strong 
campaign literature gave invaluable aid. 
$1100.00 worth of W.C.T.U. reading 
matter was ordered by the local unions. 
This, with other temperance literature, 
was distributed systematically and care- 
fully by the White Ribboners. The two 
‘poster’? days which were observed in 
June and September were especially help- 
ful in results. Seven thousand posters 
inseribed “The Liquor Tratlic must go’? 
were used upon the first oceasion and 
19000 on the second, while between times 
thousands of the regular W C.T.U.  post- 
ers were used, also 80 large bill board 
posters. 


Between September Ist and 20th, just 
prior to election day, 30,000 postal cards 
‘Save the boys’’ were mailed to voters. 
Virginia thus testifits” Mat literature 
posters, public meetings and personal 
work systematically applied were the 
means that counted most in their cam- 
paign, also the thousands of young cam- 
paigners, the numerous parades and the 
work of the State and local press Super- 
intendents in supplying the city and 
county newspapers with spicy Temper- 
ance contributions, Consecrated women 
and men gave generously of time, strength 
and means that no section of the State 
however remote should be ignorant of the 
real issue, viz: ‘The home versus the 
saloon,’’ and this made possible the vic- 
tory. Out of 158,000 votes there was a 
majority of 32,500 for Prohibition. Vir- 
ginia will continue its fight against every- 
thing short of proper enforcement of the 
Jaw and will aid in securing national 
constitutional Prohibition,

SCOUT MOVEMENT 
FORGING AHEAD 


General Baden-Powell Found Bee 
Boys In Uniform Beside Britons— 
Visited Nine Countrics 


After his tour of the world, dir: 
which he travel'ed 53,000 miles v'sit: 
nine countries, intp-cted seventy ci: 
tres of the Boy Scout movement a: 
reviewed 25,000 white and co'o c 
scouts, General Baden-Powell s%t'¢ 
in an interv'ew at London tha t « 
Boy Scouts were making great pc 
gress everywicre. 

“I went firzt to the West Indiez, th 
United States and British Colum)ia,” 
said the General, “and then to China 
Japan, Australia, New Zealand, Tss 
mania, and South Africa. In ali the 
countries the Ministers of Educztion 
sent for me with the object of azcer 
taining how I thought the move'e.t 
could be beet adapted and app.ied b- 
them to the'r educational system. 

“In South Africa I was gratified to 
know that the Boer boys Were enrol - 
ing with the British boys. In t at 
way they meet them intimately, ‘oi. 
them in their games, and make f»: 
future amity between the two race. 
The o!d hestility is dying down. :i', 
although cf covree there are still !t e 
differences between Boer and Br to. 
they have now arrived at a gocd in 
derstanding, and 1 have rea:on to 
think that they will be good fri-1.1: 
and forget thcir differences. 

“I visited Mafeking, and it Ic 
scarcely changed since the siesc. 
There were the same faccs to grit 
me, looking hardly a day older; cnd 
when I was in Johannesburg 1 wa 
met by some of the defenders :! 
Mafeking, who bore in front of * e. 
a Union Jack to which a little h sto y 
is attached. The flag was capt 1 J 
by a Boer who broke through our 
Unes, but from my observation towcr 
1 noted the incident and telephcniii 
to the point where he would have t» 
pass. There they shot him and rc 
gained the flag, and they have retai.c! 
{t since—but in whose pcs:ession 11 
ls I cannot ssy. It was reported to 
have been presented to me on thi 
Occasion, but that is not the cuee.’ 

In China Dr. Sun Yat Sen disc:s 
sed with “H.P." the principles and ob 
Jects of the movement. 
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disinterested source accorés conciu- 
sive evidence that the Canadian far- 
mer would have lost heavily on but- 
ter and eggs had the reciprocity agree- 
ment carried. If nearly 100,000,000 
eggs could come into Canada from 
the United States, pay the duty, and 
compete with Canadian eggs, how 
many would have come in had there 
been no uuty and how much lower 
the price to the Canadian farmer 
would have been?

245 Homesteads Taken up in a Week

Multiplication of Motor Vehicles Is 
Given as the Cause 

An alarming increase in the num- 
ber of traffic accidents in London 
streets is shown in the report of the 
board of trade. The total number of 
accidents recorded is 25,800 against 
22,200 for the previous year, and the 
report moreover states that “the pro- 
portion of fatal accidents is increasing 
rapidly, owing to the multiplication 
of motor vehicles.” Automobiles are 
twice as likely to cause accidents as 
horse vehicles, and thé proportion of 
fatal accidents is three or four times 
greater. The theory that the motorist 
has such contro] over his machine that 
he can avoid accident is dispetled by 
experience. The best nope of improve- 
ment lies with the pedestrian himself; 
he must develop a new traffic sense.” 

Apart from accidents, the report in- 
dicates the habits of the Londoner are 
changing. He igs getting more rest-) 
less and now makes 271 “journeys” a| 
year, as against 143 a year ago. Most 
of the new traffic hag been developed 
on the electric car lines and motor 
omnibus lines, indicating that the Lon- 
doner is getting away from the centre 
of the city into the healthy suburbs,
